On hia way west he dropped off at 
Moose Jaw, Medicine Hat. Calgary 
and other points, In this trip he was 
particularly taken with Western Can- 
ada and goes back to New York, more 
enthusiastic than ever,

is that the towns have grown too 
quickly; they have been building for 


the future, with the result that their |

CLEVELAND, Dee. 22—Drastic 
changes in rules which govern rac- 
ing on the Grand Circuit were agreed 
on ata meeting of the rules commit- 
teé held here this afternoon, The re- 
commendations will be presented for 
confirmation to the stewards of the 
4jrand Circuit oat their annual meeting 
Jan, 12, in Detroit. Members of the 
committee said tonight they were con- 
fident all suggestions would be adopt- 
ed ,although one change ts an inno- 
vation in harness racing. 

First, it is proposed that the Grand 
Cireult shall have charge of the 
judges’ stand and that section 2 of 
article II, shell read hereaiter: 
stewards shall appoint a starter 


and 
judges for the cireuit, and the expense 


of same’ shall: be, assessed pro rata 

upon the members which are assigned 

dintes at. the annual meeting.” 
Judges’ New Powers. 

In order to eliminate all trifling 
with the presént-race record rule, the 
committee requests that the Park 
Racing Associations sha amend the 
win race record rule in order to give 
the judges of a race the power to 
inflict an eligibility record on a jorse 
which wins a heat but does not win 
the race, providing the judges believe 
that the driver intentionally lost the 
race, 

Entries to all races will be !imited 
to not more than two horses fram an 
actual owner or from aon authorized 
agent. 

In all early closing events horses 
must have a win race record which 
makes said horse eligible to the event. 
and no horse shall be eligible whose 
non-winning race record (heat re- 
cord) is faster than the record defin- 
ed iby the class of the said early clos- 
ing event. “0 

One horse may be named in two 
races during the same week for a 
total of seven per cent, but must pay 
full five per cent. for every start. 

‘Hereafter racing conditions must 
epecify if two or more horses from the 
same siable shall be allowed to start 


in the same race, 
Race Allowances. 
Mace allowances of 1914 shall be 


continued in 1915, if claimed at time 
entry is made, This includes the four 
second allowances, earned by not tin- 
shing within the money, 

The above alterations are etther ad- 
ditions or modifiertions of the pres- 
ent code. but (ne Loliowing recom. 
mendation is an innovation to racing 
methods: 

After a long debate the committee 
was unanimous in recommending that 
each member of the Grand Circuit 
should try out the four-heat race as 
proposed by H, D. Sheppard, secre- 
tary of the Columbus Driving Club, 

Four-Heat Races, 
plan is as follows: The race 
shall be of four heat duration, The 
horse which wins two heats before 
the end of the race, is t race win- 
ner, and shall go to the barn at the 
conclusion of its having won two 
heats. The rest of the tield will race 
it out throughout the four heats, 
their fina! standing in the summary 
to be determined by the per cent. sye- 
tem. with the exception of any horse

two horses, in addition to the race 
winner, win heats. the winner of the 
fastest heat shall be entitled to second 
money. In case four hérses win heats 
their position in the summary shal} 
be determined by the time of the 
heats, the winner of the fastest heat 
being given the leading position, In 
case of a tie in regard to time, the 
per cent, system shall then he :called 
into use in determining the positions. 


At the conclusion of the third heat 
all horses. which do not stand for 
money shall go to the barn, >
